SOLDIERS 

LIFE is so full of in- 
terest and unMW 1 
merit and activity these 
days that penple don't 
go in much for philo- 
sophy. 

To be a philosopher 
one needs to tiunJf, and thinking r*v 
quires leisure. But leisure is regarded 
by many earnest people as mere idle 
ness. And thinking is to them just 
day dreaming. 

Be it so. I>ay dream or philosophy, 
these were my thoughts the other day 
when I read the name of a certain boat 
in the shipping advertisements. 

The name does not matter. But the 
vessel was one . of the troopships that 
went regularly to and from England 
tiiruiighout the War. My thoughts 
went back to the farewell scenes — 
light-spirited youth on board, anxious 
mothers on die wharf. And then the 
return trips — cheerful horne-comine 
lads, happy mothers. 

But many trips more were made out- 
ward than homeward. There were 
fiO.000 Unretuming Soldiers. 

How were these drafted to the un- 
returning ranks? Was it done when 
they embarked for overseas? or invisibly 
marked on their enlistment forms? 

I recalled particularly an old school- 
mate who was killed by a shell. 

There seems nn reason why the five- 
point-nine that killed this buy, as he 
sat playing cards, should have spared 
his four companions. Had there been 
no war, this young fellow would have 
been in Australia to-day, happy, a$ 
most of us call happy. 
Queer thouphts, these. 
Over in Europe they have queerer 
thoughts. They are already placing the 
invisible marks on the enlistment papers 
for next time. And they chuckle 
horribly as they mark "Unretuming''' 
on one paper in every two, instead of 
only one in every four, as they did last 
time.

Our New Film Critic Explains 
Her Methods 

Then' are many ways aj approach to film eritiri#in, 
jmt as to any other form of art or entertainment that i» offered 
to the publir.

And It la In the same -way unfair 
to dewy a Unlit larcr hecsusr It !s de- 
void of thrills, or a rMittlvc yarn be- 
cause it l» not a spectacular musical 
comedy.
